A regular meeting of the City Council of the City of Menomonie, Dunn County, Wisconsin,

was held in open session on May 3, 2010, and called to order by Mayor Knaack at 7:00 p.m. in the

City Council Chambers.  The following members were present:  Smith, White, Soviak, Kemp,

Riedel, Schwebs, Kolve, Solberg, Brogan, Beety and Gabriel.

MOTION  was made by Brogan, seconded by Beety, and carried to approve the minutes of the April 19, 

2010 regular meeting, and the April 20, 2010 organizational meeting.

PUBLIC COMMENTS  Bob Colson, representing Menomonie Community Garden, requested Council

approval to sell food and have amplified music at Phelan Park on May 16, 2010 from 1:00 p.m. to

5:00 p.m. for a special event to kick off their first season of the Community Garden. 

APPOINTMENTS  MOTION was made by Brogan, seconded by White, and carried to accept the

resignation of Scott Kolve from the Plan Commission and approve the Mayor’s recommendation to

appoint Ed Smith to fill the vacancy.

MOTION was made by Gabriel, seconded by Beety, and carried to approve the Mayor’s

recommendation and reappoint Tim Dotseth, Peggy Terry and Betty Verdon to the Historic

Preservation Commission.

MOTION to approve the proposed 2010-2011 successor agreement between the Menomonie Professional

Police Association Local 45 and the City of Menomonie was made by Schwebs, seconded by

Kolve, and carried on roll call vote with Gabriel opposed.
